haue thereby authoꝛtzed the Loꝛds and others of Pur Pꝛiuie Councell, 

and ſome of Our Judges and learned Countell, to ſell, grant, and ton⸗ 

firme to ſuch ok Our Subiects, whom it may concerne, their Defectine 

Eſtates, Poſſeſſions, and Titles, in ſuch Mannoꝛs, Lands, Tenements, 

Leaſes, and Hereditaments as thepeniop, not only by colour of void oz 

inſuffictent grants, oꝛ by Patents of tontealements: but foꝛ thoſe Lands 

alſo which they now hold by intruſion only, without Title derined from 

SR the Crowne, and which are not eſtablicht to them by Act of Parliament.

And howſoeuer the foꝛmer flacknes of Pur Subtects in taking hold of the tender of this grace 
in times befoze, might iuſtly induce Us to cut off the Current and courle thereofknow, and to make 
aduantage thereof to Our ſelfe and Our owne benefit; Yet We out of Our Pzincely deſires of the 
common good of Our people, and to ſettle and quiet them in their Eſtates and Poſſeſſions, haue 
beene pleaſed once moꝛe to make knowne theſe Our Royall Intentions of fauour to fuch of Our 
Subietts as ſhall timely imbꝛate theſame. 

And therefoze Wee doe hereby declare Our Royall Pleaſure to be, That ſuch of Our Subiects 
as ſhall ſeeke to haue their defezible and defettiue Eſtates and Poſſeſſions, in any their Mannozs, 
Lands, Tenements, Leaſes, o2 Hereditaments, derined,oz deteined krom the Crowne, to be made 
good and eſtabliſht to them, vpon moderate compoſitions, (which We intend ſhall be applied to 
Dur owne vle ) That they befoze the beginning of Hilary Terme next, doe tepatre to Our now 
Commiſſioners, at a houſe in Fleetſtreete (where Our Commiſſioners foz Dur Reuenue (while 
Wee were Pzince of Wales) did vſually meet) where Our now Commiſſioners will haue their fre- 
quent meetings fo2 the Suitoꝛs diſpatch : Neuertheleſſe We doe hereby alſo let them know, that 
ſuch of Our People as ſhall not now appꝛehend this pꝛeſent oppoꝛtunity of Dur Grace and Fauour, 
maynoterpect it hereafter, dee minding by courſeof Law to reduce thoſe Lands to the Crowne 
againe, oꝛ otherwiſe to diſpoſe them to ſuch as ſhall become Suitoꝛs to Dur Commiſſioners to com- 
pound foꝛ the ſame.
